worth. The liberal appropriation now msde by 
Mason County for educational purposes Is at- 
tracting to our midst the most thoroughly 
equipped and desirable teachers the country 
aflbrda. The transformation of the old and illy 
'venHbted sin ie tui e a into new and commodious 
qnaners, fashtoned after the moat improved pat- 
tens of modem arehlteotnre, has awakened a 
sentlmient In tho people whidt la not only pro- 
moting the moet eflbotfve methods in educa 
tional training, but la elevating onr oommon 
school system to the highett point of aetentiflc 
development There may be isolated cases of 
bod management in this as in every other pro-

FRIDAY'S FIRE. 



Xo Lo0g«r Any Doubt That It WM 
Started by » Spark From u L. 
' Ait v. Iula«- 



The destructive fire on Forest avenue 
last Friday wa« nnqnettionably caaaed 

by a spark from an L. ivnd N. engine. 
People wliu are acquainted with the loca- 
tion and the circamatances havp no doubt 
on the subject at all. The lota on the 
sonth side of the avenue extend back to 
the railroad, and time and a^ain have 
retidenta on that aid* of the street dis- 
covered oatbuildinm or fences eloM to 
tin- road on fire. 

The louthbound freight train Friday 
had pasNd the oatbnilding wh«t« the 
fire started only n nhort time befOT* the 
flames were discovered. It is • heavy 
gnwle at the point, ^nd engines drawfBg 
heavy traitiB Imve n hartl pull. Cinders 
And Hparka are thrown high in the air. 
The wind Friday WM blowiuR a gale 
directly from the track to the buildings. 

The fire Friday was first discovered on 
the roof of the stable in the rear of Mr. 
W. £. Stallcup's dwelling. Parties at 
work on Sixth street, in the Fourth ward, 
saw the blaze on the roof, and were 
among the first to give the alarm. A 
gentleman coming to Maysvllle from ont 
on the Fleming pike saw the blaze on the 
roof before the alarm was given, lie was 
almost directly opposite the point at the 
time and there can be no rpiestion as to 
these statements. This leaves no doubt 
that it caught from a spaik from the 
eofl^ne. 

Under the circumstances the L. and N. 
■hoold nuke good the lose laetalned by 

the people burned out. 

Within the past year, a spark from a 
C. and O. engine set fire to a stubble 
field near South Ripley, and destroyed a 
bam fifty or one hundred yards from the 
track. The company sent its claim agent 
to the scene shortly after, the amount of 
damages was adjusted, and theO. and O. 
promptly pcttlcd for the loss. 

The people burned out Friday are not 
able to stand any loss. The heads of fonr 
of the families are faithful employe!" of 
the L. and N. They are not in a position 
to make any demands of the company. 
But the company should not wait for any 
demands to be made. Some of the suf- 
ferers had no in.surance, and none of 
them were fully covered. The great big 
L. and N. shonld deal rightly with these 
uxfoxtwiate people and make good their 
lou. 

Since Saturday, it has been learned that

fore named rendered valuable assistance 

in taking hose and hose cairia>:es tn the 
fire. Mr. Collins made three trips with 
his wagon.
